ch several weeks gave his en- 
thusiastic approval to this treaty and 
now proposes to go still further by 
adding the vitalizing clauses of the 
Platt amendment. These clauses as 
they will read in the proposed 
Nicaragua treaty are as follows: 
PROPOSED AMENDMENT. . 
“Article I.—That the government of 
Nicaragua shall never enter into any 
treaty or other compact with any 
foreign power or powers which will 
impair or tend to impair the inde- 
pendence of Nicaragua, nor in any 


/manner authorize or permit any for- 


eign power or powers to obtain by 
colonization, or for military or naval 
purposes or otherwise, lodgement in 
or control over any portion of said 
country. 

“Article II.—That. said government 
shall not assume or contract any pub- 
lic debt, to pay interest upon which 
the ordinary revenues of the country, 
after defraying the current expenses 
of government, shall be inadequate. 

“Article Ill.—That the government 
of Nicaragua consents that the United 
States may exercise the right to in- 
tervene for the preservation of Nic- 
sraguan independence, the mainte- 
nance of government adequate for the 
protection of life, property and in- 
dividual liberty.” 

APPROVED BY WILSON. 

To insert these ctauses, identical 
with those of the Platt amendment in 
regard to Cuba, was Bryan's proposal 
upon which he today sought the ad- 
vice and consent of members of the 
Senate committee. Bryan informed 
the Senators that he spoke for the 
President, who has given his whole- 
hearted and enthusiastic support to 
the plan. Furthermore, the govern- 
ment of Nicaragua not only is agree- 
able to the proposal, but is, In fact, 
the originator of it. 

It was at the request of special 
commissioners from Nicaragua that 
Bryan took the proposal under con- 
sideration and laid it before the Presi- 
dent for his approval. This approval, 
it is understood, has been given with- 
out the slightest reservation by Presi- 
dent Wilson. 

Today's step is regarded as the key- 
stone of the Wilson administration's 
policy toward the weaker Latin Amer- 
ican states. It seems to indicate 
clearly that President Wilson and 
Secretary Bryan have reached a con- 
clusion long maintained by the Taft 
sdminiatration, that the helping hand 
of the United States must be extended 
to Central American republics in the 
hour of their need.

“Musical America,” the oldest and 


prints on its first page a warning to 
Eastern managers and suggests 
halt on overcrowding western terri- 
tory with musical artists.. 

This long afticle of forebodings is 
inspired by Mr. L. E. Behymer, who 
believes that eastern managers over- 
rate our territory. Me feels that a 
danger of overcrowding exists that 
may prove harmful to the cause of 
music, the artists and managers. 

‘A prediction is made that if both 
the People’s _Orchestra and the 
Symphony Orchestra give coficerts 
next season both. will be financial 
failures “because there ix not enough 
money. in town to support the two.” 
Eastern are also warned 
against looking at Los Angeles as a 
rich and easy harvest. 

These statements indicate the gen- 
eral character of the article, which 
one reads with no little surprise, 
from the pen of Mr. BehyMmer, our 
perennial musical booster and fore-- 
most impressario. 

Since the Symphony made the. ex- 
istence of its orches:ra possible by 
devoting large sums for its train- 
ing, there is little doubt that after 
sixteen years this orgenization . will 
continue to foster music of the higher, 
class, at ite expense os before, and 
without making any fuses about it., 

The position of the Peoples’ Or- 
chastra is different. It did not create 
anything new and was only clever in 
selecting an excellent musical dircc- 
tor. Maestro begott has accom- 
plished wonders in the Sunday con- 
certs with meagre resources. 

_ But tt must not be overlooked that 
without the Symphony Orchestra the 
Peoples’ Orchestra could not have 
even dreamed of giving popular con- 
certs of high merit. 

A combination of interests could 
well have been worked out between 
the senior and junior organizations. 
Those in close touch with the situa- 
tion know well that the Symphony 
directors were more than willing to 
ald in elevating music on 4a 
plane »y combining cfforts on a fair 
basis. 


As it is now many of the music 
teachers forming the sssociation, be- 
gin to fear that if there is a faflure 
in making both ends meet in the 
Peoples’ Orchestra's treasury, they 
will have to bear the amopnt of de- 
ficit. 

It is probable however that with 
figures to guide them both the 
Symphony and the Feoples’ Orches- 
tra will not lose much, if anything. 

The warning to the eastern man- 
agers is right only in one respect, 
the one of quality. 

There is here plenty of money 
ready for first-class attractions, but 
there is money only for them.

to put at the head of some branch 
of his business and was sure to make 
good, that he could underseil every 
mother’s son of them in the market 
for steel rails. And they bought him 
out at a price that amounted to three 
or four times—I believe actually five 
times—the estimated value of his

That is the difference between a 
big business and a trust. A trust is 
an arrangement to get rid of compe- 
tition, und a big business is a. business 
that has survived competition by con- 
quering in the field of intelligence 
and economy. A trust does not bring 
efficiency to the ald of business: it 
buys efficiency out of business. I am 
for big business, and I am against 
the trusts. Any man who can sur- 
vive by his brains, any man who can 
put the others out of the business by 
making the thing cheaper to the con- 
sumer at the same time that he is 
increasing its intrinsic. value and 
quality, I take off my hat to, and I say: 
“You are the man who can build up 
the United States, and I wish there 
were more of you.” . 
There will not be more, unless we 
find a way to prevent monopoly. You 
know perfectly well that a trust busi- 
ness staggering under a capitalization 
many times too big is not a business 
that can afford to admit competitors 
into the field; because the minute an 
economical business, a business with 
its capital down to hard pan, with 
every ounce of its capital working, 
comes into the field against such an 
overloa corporation, it will inevi- 
tably beat it and undersell it; there- 
fore it is to the interest of these gen- 
tlemen that monopoly be maintained. 
They cannot rule the markets of the 
world in any way but by monopoly.

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“INDUSTRIAL RIGHTS. 


HE POWER of a labor union is very great, and if lawfully exercised is 

, adequate to protect the rights of its members. There is never justifica- 
tion or excuse for exercising it unlawfully, and the ignorant and self- 
seeking leaders who counsel and instigate such unlawful exercise work im- 


measurabje injury to those whose interests they assume to promote. 


Labor leaders defend illegal acts by quoting the doctrine repeatedly an- 
nounced by the courts that what one man may lawfully do, does not become 
unlawful when done by a number of men. For instaice, one man may walk 
up and down in the street, or stand in front of a manufat 
| Rot unlawfol. But if a hundred men do this by concert of action and avow 

that they thus “picket” the premises of an employer in order to compel him 
to discharge an employee who is not a member of the union, or to reinstate 
a discharged union man, they are guilty 


criminally. 


freedom of will was criminal, 
unlawful purpdse.” 


The criminality of a labor combination depends rather upon the lawfulness 
atthe object which it is sought to effect, and the means by which it is accom- 
plished, than upon the power of coercing the will. 

There are.so many things that a body of men may lawfully do to improve 
their industrial condition that it is strange they should be led to unnecessarily, 
and in many instances uselessly, violate the law. 

If a man is dissatis with his wages he has a jegal 
of a contract—to quit ro employment, and a dozen or a hundred men may 
do this by concert of action. Usually strikes are fruitiess of beneficial re- 
sults. Their wisdom may be questionéd but not their legality-when peace- 
fully conducted—as is not often the case. But when a strike is ordered, not

an Columbia 
fought so bitterly for supfemacy that 
they were not able to answer the 
challenge of Syracuse, Washington 
and Wisconsin, has stirred up consid- 
erable feeling among the graduates of 
these universities, and not without 
reason. In the usual course of sport- 
ing competition the winner of an 
event is supposed to represent the best 
individual or team in the contest. 

In the case of the Poughkeepsie 
race, however, a prrgtond explanation 
appears nec to account for the 
defeat of Cornel! and the fading away 
of Columbia. It is perfectly true that 
Columbia set a terrific pace and Cor- 
nell rowed. at top speed in order to 
keep abreast. while three of the other 
four eights, pursuing a saner course, 
rowed some two lengths fn the rear 
until time for the crucial epurt.
